REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The prior art, including the disclosure of Tran (U.S. Patent No. 5,864,689) and Carbine et al. (U.S. 
Patent No. 5,630,083), has not taught or render obvious the feature of replacing a microcoded instruction 
with a microcode subroutine call operation and dispatching the subroutine call operation as recited in 
independent claims 1,17, 29, and 41 (in combination with all other features of the respective independent 
claim). 

3. Claims 2-16, 18-28, and 30-39 depend from claims 1,17, and 29, respectively, and are 
considered allowable for at least the reasons given above with respect to those claims.
